The Need for Research byJndustry 


Russian sdeaufic sa<x«s*es ksve caused 


a great deal of pertarbsi»n a. this country 
over the state of our own scientific re- 
search. Most of the attention has been cen- 
tered on research done by government 
agencies, especially the military. However, 
most scientific research in this country is 
done by private industry, and most of that 
by what we usually call "big" business. 


Whether American industry is doing 


enough scientific research, either basic or 
applied, and whether enough incentives are 
offered industry to do research :s. there- 
fore, a matter of public concern. 


Money for industrial research must 


come from industry's own income: in other 
words it must compete for dollars with 
wage costs, raw material costs, dividends to 
stockholders, taxes and capital improve- 
ment needs. With industry's profit margin 
— that is, profits expressed as a percentage 
of income — constantly shrinking, the dan- 
ger exists that funds for research will be 
squeezed by these competing forces. 


This is another reason, then, why we 


should constantly study those factors that 
tend to increase industry's costs, and over 
which we Tiave some control. The most ob- 
vious of these is taxes. With every Ameri- 
can, corporation required to turn over to 
government upwards of 52 per cent of its 
net '"profit," many companies find it ex- 
tremely difficult to put money into research 
that may not pay off for many years, and 
may not pay off at alL 


The need for research also should be 


In Favor of Teaching 


Despite all the adverse publicity about 


the profession of teaching during the last 
few years, which has emphasized such 
things as low salaries, undisciplined young- 
sters, social ostracism and a general lack of 
appreciation, our educational institutions 
continue to have high numbers of appli- 
cants who want to become teachers. 


The trend has been more to men than 


to women. This year Wisconsin's state col- 
leges — our primary training ground for 
teachers — have twice as many male stu- 
dents as female. A Wisconsin teacher, 
Thomas Ramirez, has written an article for 
a national magazine giving some potent and 
heartening reasons; 


In spite of all that some teachers 


and critics have done to defame the 
profession, I find that .today the stock 
of the teacher is rising 
I think 


it should be fairly recognized that year 
by year throughout the nation teachers' 
salaries are 
increasing 
consider- 
ably 


What's good about teaching? Time, 


time and more time. Time to be free, 
time to putter around home, to fish, to 
travel, to loaf, to be with your family. 
Actually a teacher works only 130 days 
a year. . . The average wage earner, 
works 246 days... The 10-week summer 
vacation should be incentive enough 
for young people to consider teaching 
as a possible career. Remember also 
to add . . . the two days at Thanks- 
giving, two weeks at Christmas, and 


kept in mind when we consider our laws 
regarding "big" business. While the United 
States is the home of many of the world's 
biggest business firms, it also has a tradi- 
tion of suspicion of bigness which has been 
translated into political viewpoints and, to 
some extent, into restrictive legislation- 


Frederick R. Kappel, president of the 


American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, recently pointed out importance of 
big industry in relation to research: 


It seems to me thai at no time in this 


century has the man in the street had 
more reason or instinct to look hope- 
fully and even prayerfully to big busi- 
ness than he has right now. 


He has a thunderclap awareness that 


it is big and mighty effort which has 
rocketed a living creature . . . into 
space. His instinct and acknowledge- 
ment must be that the Soviets' kind of 
bigness can only be countered by an- 
other kind of bigness—and I mean our 
kind, which mixes bigness and free- 
dom. 
Just as the Soviet scientific challenge 


should not cause us to hysterically abandon 
a philosophy of education that has served 
us well for centuries, it should not bring 
about a complete reversal in our historic 
attitudes toward the duty of business to help 
pay the costs of government, or toward the 
problem presented by bigness in our eco- 
nomic life as elsewhere. But the need for 
more and better scientific research by both 
public and private organizations is perhaps 
more clear to us than ever before, and it 
cannot help but play a part in shaping our 
thinking on these matters.

vantages of teaching itself, aside from its 
short hours: 


I truly love my work. Teaching is

Teaching is challenging, 
creative 


work. It demands the best you have 
to offer, and gives as reward a 
tremendous sense of achievement. . . 
and while we're at this youth business, 
what other job provides so much op- 
portunity to enjoy and participate in 
young people's activities? In this 
mingling process, some of their youth- 
ful vitality, enthusiasm and ideals are 
bound to rub off on you. _ 
And finally, Ramirez realizes that ''you 


see each separate accomplishment of your 
pupils and know that you had a part in 
bringing it about — That your efforts are 
supremely* creative, monumental in their 
end result... That teaching is a tenifying- 
ly necessary, important job, a vocation to 
be proud of..." 


Indeed it is. and it is heartening to find 


a teacher saying so with as much enthusi- 
asm and emphasis. 


Making the Huber Law Work 


Wisconsin's Huber law, which permits 


prisoners to work outside of jafl in the 
daytime, has been on the books 45 years. In 


. some areas of the state it is considered a 


great success while in others it goes with- 
~out much notice. 
f 
The State Department of Public Welfare 


recently made an attempt to gather in- 
; formation about the law from every county 
- in the state. Its conclusion was that the law 
needs clarification and revision. It found 
; that of the state's 71 counties, only 21 were 
'using the law when permitted by a court 
-and that 32 used it when ordered by a 


court. Of the 31.000 persons sentenced in 
1956 to serve overnight or longer, only 2,- 
600 came under the provisions of the 
Hufaer law. 


The 2.600 sentenced under the Huber 


law that year earned S364.232 through their 
daytime activities. This money was used for 
the maintenance of the prisoners, the sup- 
port of their dependents and for payment 
of debts, and a portion was retained by the 
counties. 


If the same prisoners had served their 


time without benefit of the Huber law, the 
counties would have been required to main- 


tain the prisoners in institutions and to care 
for their dependents through relief. Thus 
the real benefits of the Hufaer law in cash 
are nearly double the earnings of the 
prisoners. 1$ addition the prisoners are 
much better off engaged in useful work, 
and the morale of their dependents is usual- 
ly better. 


Why then do not all counties use the 


Huber law? The welfare department study 
points out that employment must be avail- 
able, the sheriff's staff must be large 
enough to handle the job procurement and 
necessary bookkeeping. Furthermore Huber 
law prisoners must be segregated for the 
best results. 


Many counties cannot meet the require- 


ments. In counties where the fee system of 
paying the sheriff prevails, it is difficult to 
set up the Huber law plan. In such counties 
the sheriff hires a staff sufficient to han- 
dle his worfc. and as there are no fees for 
handling Huber prisoners he cannot very 
well be required to do it There will be 
much better success with the Huber law 
when all sheriffs are on salary and counties 
can provide such staff workers as may be 
Deeded to handle all of the work, including 
care of Huber law prisoners.
